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Now that Edmonton has acquired the Hudson's Bay 
flat, where the golf links have been, it is time to discuss 
just what use it is to be put to. Of course the part near 
the river will make ideal woodland park with walks and 
driveways through it. But what is to be done with the 
links? Mr. J. B. Heatley writes a letter to the Winnipeg 
Free Press which is of great interest to Edmonton in 
this connection. 

“Growing cities to the east and south of us,” the let- 
ter runs, “have added to their other public amusement 
grounds, golf links for the use of the tired office man, 
a place and a game where he need not over exert him. 
self, yet get fresh air and an opportunity with gentle 
exercise to forget the mental worries that fall to those 
who wield the pen and toy with the clusive numerals, 
and as a foretaste of the joys to come, let him procure 
a copy of that delightful book entitled ‘On Many 
Greens,” and he will find therein the experiences of 
lovers, widows and married couples who are devotees 
of the game. As the Scotchman says, ‘It's a grand game 
for lovers.’ The city of Des Moines some years ago 
constructed a nine-hole course in one of their parks; the 
following year the demand for room became so great 
they installed an 18-hole course in Waveland park. That 
was not enough, however, and a year ago they made an- 
other nine-hole course in one of their other parks, and 
thousands daily enjoy that most delightful of all games 
in peace, good health and comfort. This experience of 
Des Moines has been repeated more or less in other 
cities of the middle west, such as Milwaukee, Chicago, 
Kansas City, Omaha and others. St. Paul and Minne- 
apolis are following suit and the commercial bodies of 
all these cities, quick to seize anything of advantage to 
advertise their cities, have featured in their advertising 
books ther public golf links as one of the attractions to 
prospective citizens, as one of the reasons why com. 
mercial men from the east should spend their week-end 
with them and forget their troubles in pursuit of the 
rubber sphere. The game can be played by man, woman 
or child, at any age betweeen 12 and 70, and the earlier 
you begin the more joy you have to look forward to. 
And from Premier Borden and President Taft down to 
the youngest caddie, the amount of pleasure to be de- 
rived lies not only in the game itself, but in the player 
himself, and there is a great deal of sympathy coming to 
the man or woman who cannot conjure up within their 
heart a glorious vista of joys to be. 

“Now the only way open to those who cannot join 
either the St. Charles Country or the Norwood clubs, 
is to get together and by weight of numbers find a way 
whereby we all can play the game on a public links. 
There are a great many public spirited men in this city 
who are the best sports on earth. With their help all 
things in the healthy outdoor sporting line are possible, 
and by co-operation we can find out what can be done 
for us in the near future to obtain public golf links.” 


Should the work that the Edmonton golf club has 
done in improving its links not be taken advantage of 
and have these maintained for public purposes? 

There will always be many who would like to play 
the game and who could not afford to belong to the 
Country Club, whicr will take the place of the old or- 
ganization after this year. There is no reason why 
golf should not be a really popular game ir Edmonton 
as it is in the larger American and English cities

Mail: : 

“There was a large and interested ‘gallery’ for a novel 
golf match played yesterday on the course of the Bush- 
ey Hall Club between Mr. Harry Dearth, the well:

Tle presented a noble appearance, but 
the rigidity of the armour restricted the freedom of his 
swing and prevented him from making use of his wood- 
en clubs. He clanked as he walked, sounding, as one 
spectator expressed it, “like a milk cart,” but his driv: 
ing lacked length.

MUSIC AND DRAMA. 


(Continued from Page Six.) 


The Calgary papers have been commenting on the 
musical festival being held in Edmonton last week. The 
Herald says: 


“When considering the question as to how it is pos- 
sible to bring together in this out-of-the-way place a 
chorus and orchestra capable of dealing even moderately 
well with a work like Coleridge-Taylor’s “Hiawatha's 
Wedding Feast,” and a set of men and women who like 
these Edmonton musicians, are capable of conceiving 
and carrying on successfully an artistic enterprise of the 
magnitude of the Alberta Musical festival, these facts 
must be taken into consideration. Edmonton has been 
largely settled by people from England, Scotland and 
Wales. Its population, therefore, contains a consider 
able number of men and women who have gained their 
expxerience in choral and orchestral work in the old 
Jand, and who therefore are familiar with the festival 
idea which has obtained so great a place in England and 
Wales especially. As a friend remarked, the majority of 
English men and women begin singing or acting as soon 
as they have attended their first opera or pantomime. It 
is unfortunate that Calgary has not seen is way clear to 
have some part in the building up of what is known as 
the Alberta Provincial festival. Let us suggest that the 
Edmonton festival committee approach some of the Cal- 
gary musicians with the end in view that their co-oper- 
ation may be secured toward making this a truly provin- 
cial festival held, not only in Edmonton, but also alter- 
nately in other cities of the province.” 

This is exactly what the Edmonton musicians have 
been trying to bring about. Last year everything possible 
was done to induce Calgary to hold the festival there 
The following from the Albertan is obviously written 
without knowledge of this: 

“The annual Provincial Musical Festival for the prov- 
ince of Alberta will be held in Edmonton this week. 
There are no indications that the southern portion of 
Alberta will send any large number of contestants, which 
is to be regretted, but if the promoters of the festival 
really desire to develop the art of music throughout the 
province, why do they not give some other city a show? 
The competitions have been held in Edmonton ever since 
the festival was inaugurated, and it is manifestly unfair 
that contestants from the southern portion of the prov- 
ince should stand the expenses of travelling, etc., every 
year. The competition in Saskatchewan has been held in 
a different city each year, and there is no reason why 
similar conditions should not obtain in this province.” 

There is no question about the desirab’iy of having 
the festival a really provincial affair. And the Edmon- 
ton workers have been keeping it going with this idea 
always in view.

POWER FROM COAL WITHOUT MINING. 


Some further particulars are given by the Literary 
Digest regarding Sir Wm. Ramsay’s scheme for obtain- 
ing power from coal without the preliminary labor of 
mining. The plan is to put down a bore-hole until a 
coal seam is reached; to set the coal on fire by electricity, 
and to blow air down so as to enable the coal to burn. 
The gas produced by burning would Le brought up from 
the depths by pipes, transformed into electrical energy 
at central stations, and then distributed by wire over a 
wide area. In speaking of his proposal Sir Wm. Ramsay 
says that he has himself seen electrical energy carried 
over a distance of 80 miles in Indiana, and it is carried 
200 miles in California, It is indeed, being carried fur- 


ther than this in Ontario under the Hydro-Electric sys- 
tem. 


The only difficulty in the way of putting Ramsay's 
scheme into effect lies in the possibility of carrying out 
the preliminary operation of reaching the coal seams by 
pipes, burning the coal and transfo:ming it into gas 
while still in the bowels of the earth. If this can be 
done there seems no reason to doubt the truth of fur- 
ther statement that, with ihis system adopted, all rail- 
ways will be driven by electricity, that the same ageng 
will be used for lighting and beating, and that the orf 
case in which fuel will be required will be for the driv- 


ing of ships, and this fuel can be provided in the form of 
oil.
